'F we confider our miſery, moſt dear Sons ! and 

thac out abode is:in 2a Roden habication, and 
obſcure Garrage, ſabje& ro hunger and toa very 
very many various accidents, with which we arc 
on every fide Overwhelmed, as it were, and cn- 
vironced 3 We find that we cannot at all flouriſh, 
no, nor ſcarce live, as long as we have imitated or tol- 
lowed the Medicine and Phyfick preſcribed unto us by 
the Ancients; for we were ofren times allailed wich 
many bitter Calamities and Conditions, and detained or 


- impriſoned with rerrible,crael Chains, & all things daily 


become worſe & worſe unto us, and to exceeding-many 
others thatare in an equal bailance with us, and are our 
contemporarieswhom rhe Ancients could not hitherto 
aſſiſt or help: by their Books, no nor in the leaſt, We 
to reckon up in this place the various cauſes of

| Dodtors have gotten abundance of Riches by that way 


of the Ancient Writers, but have neither purchaced,

For this myſtery in its works, 
is like toO& cerrain fire in green wood, thar would fain 
burn, but cannot by reaſon of the moyſture. 

Since therefore rhe hindrance that impeads it, pro- 
ceeds from thoſe things, 1t ſeems expedient, to have ir 
freed there=from z which being free and at liberty, this

without or within. - In that diſtribution is made a mu- 
tation , whereby the things are ſo changed, that one

E have formerly mentioned the Quinteſ- 
ſence that is in all rhings;now we are(here 
in the beginning of rhis Treatiſe ) ro con- 


fider whac it is; The Quinteflence theres 
fore,is a cerrain matter Corporally extracted our of all 
the things, which Nature hath produced ; and alto our 
of every thing thar hath a life in irs ſelf, and i> ſepara- 
rated from all impurities and Mortality, is moſt ſubril- 
ly mundified, and bkewile Separated from all rhe E+ 
lIements; from hence it is evident, that che Quinteſlence 
iS as ii ir were the Nature, Power, Virtue and Medi- 
cine, ſhur up and impriſoned hererofore in things, buc 
-is now free from its dwelling placc and extrancons in-. 
corporation; the ſame Q_E. 1s the Colour, Life,and pro- 
prierie of things;tis a Spirit like the Spiric of life, with 
tis difference, that rhe ſpiric of the Life of a thing 
1s perwanenr, but of man mortal; from whence may be 
underſtood, that a Quintefſence cannot be extracted 
| D*2 trom 
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from the flcſh or bloud cf |a man ; and that for this rez. 
ſon, becauſe the Spirit of Life, which allo is the Spitir 
of Virtues, dics, and the life exiſts in the Soul, which 
then afrerwards is not in the ſubſtance. By the ſame 
reaſon alſo, even the Animals, becauſe they loſe their 
Spirit of Liſe, are therefore wholly mortal, and afford 
no Quintefſerce 3 for the Qvinteſſence is the Spirit of 
the thivg, which verily caguor be ſo well extrated out 
of thing: ſenſible, as our of in-ſenſible things ; Now, 
Baume hath in it ſelf a Spirit of Life, the which is irs 
Vircuce, Power, and Medicine; and although it be (e- 
parared ficm its Root, yer notwithſtanding the Life 
and Virtues are therein ; for this reaſon, becauſe rhar iz 
a fix Predeſtination : Therefore the Quinreſſence may 
be extracted therefrom, and be alſo Conſerved with the

, cording ro its Predeſtination z Bur now, could we but 
extrat after this manner, the life of the Heart, with- 
ouc corrupting it, even as is poflible for us to do, cur of 
things inſenſible, without, doubr we might be capable 
of Living perpetuallylwithour rhe knowledge or feeling 
of Death, and Diſeaſes; the which thing is impoſſible 
for us to do. And therefore we muſt expe to dre.

For there is nothing that conſiſteth of 
ſuch a rewperature; for by it,it would be wholly alie- 
nated from the Elements ; Bur all Qyinteſlences, have 
anature according to the Elements ; as for example, 
the Quinteſlence of Gold hatha. nature according to 
rhe Fire, the Q. E. of Lune , according to the Wa- 
rer, of Saturn according to the Earth, and of Mercury 
according to the Ai 

Bur rhe reaſon why a Quinteſſence curerh all deſeaſ- 
es, is norbecauſe of its cemperature , but becauſe of 
its implanted property, its great cleannelile and puricy, 
whereby ir doth in a wonderful manner , alter and 
change the body into cleanneiſe. For even as a ſpor or 
film 1s rook off from the Eye,wherewith ic was dark- 
ened afore, even ſo doth the Quinteiſſcnce mandifie 
the Life in man. Neither doth ic follow, that all eſ- 
ſences muſt neceſlarily be of one and the ſame nature, 
murually; No, nor are all the ficry natured eſlences 
of the ſejr ſame Operation, by reaſon of their con- 
plexion; as for example, ſhould any ſuppoſe that the 
Quinteſlence of Anacardes hath the very like ſelf-ſame 
operation, as the Quinteſlence of. Gold hath, becauſe 
both of them are of a ficry nature, he would he ex- 
treamly miſtaken, becauſe the Predefſtination and diſ- 
poſition, cauſerh the diverlitic of virtues; for even «s * 
every Animal conteins ia himſelf the ſpirir of life, and 
yet forall that, they have not all of them the very 
lame like virtues, becauſe they all conſiſt offleſh and

In like manner of fleſh and of 
blood; from which there can be no Quinreflence ex- 
tracted for the reaſons afore rehearſed ; bur yet nor- 
withſtanding there may be a certain ſimilitude of a 
Qurinteſſence extrated by us there-from ; after rhis 
manner, a piece of fleſh harh life in ir ſelf even yer,be- 
cauſe the fleſh is as yer furniſhed with its whole nature 
and virtues 3, and therefore rhereisalife inir, which 
alchough ir be not the reve life, is neverthel-ſs a pre- 
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ſetved life, and thar ſo long until ir putrifies. And 


theretore this difference is to be noted, whereby dried 
Herbs, and ſuch ljke, are tro be accompted of, as was 
ſpoken of Fleſh. For, that green Spirit, that is cheir 
life, is periſhed from theme So then dead Things may 
be taken for a dead Quinteſſence, even as Fleſh can emit 
from ic ſclf all irs virrues, peculiarly feparated Cints 
one part) from its body : So alſo is it wich Bloud, and 
dryed Herbs, Which indeed, though they be nor /ive 
Luinteſſences, yer do they demonſtrate, how even a 
dead Quinteſſence diſcovers ſome Virtues. Bur, Metals 
and Stones have in rhem a perperual Life and eſſence, 
Nor do they Die ; bur as long as they are Meta's, or 
Stones, ſo long alſo doth rheir Life endure ; therefore 
alſo do they exhibite perfe# Quinteſſence, which mayin 
like manner be extracted 'rom them | 

Morcover, weare to ſee by what way the Quinteſ- 
ſence is to be extracted : verily, there be many wayes, 
ſome are made by Addirions, as by the Spirit of Wine 
others by Baiſamites 3 ſome by the Sepaxations.of rhe 
Elements 3 and by many more ſeveral wayes which we 
ſhall not here reckon up particularly. n 

But, whatſoever way 'tis done by, ,the Quinteſſence 
muſt not be extracted by the mixtion or addition of 
things inconvenicut, and unſuitable ; bur the Element 
of: the Quinceſſence 1s to be. extracted alone from the 
Separated body-: and likewiſe by ſuch a Separated bo- 
dy [as is extrated.} Therg are many waycs to be 
found by which the Quinteflence may be exrracted, 
viz by Sublimarion, Calcination, by Strong Waters, by 
Corrofives,by Sweet,by Sower thing+,&c. and ir may be 
done any kind of way: Burt this alſo is robe noted, 
That every thing that hath been admixed to the Quin- 
refltnce., by reaſon of rhe nec«fliry of the extraction, 
that ſame thing is to be extraRed apain therefrom, that 
ſo the Quinteflence may remain alone, without being 
polluted, 
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df polluted, or permixed with any other things: for ir 
d Wl cannot poflibly be, that the Quinteflence can he extra- 
1s MW Red from Metals, and eſpecially from Gold, ( for that

: Wl therefore, after the Separation, and extraftion of the

: WF 1y ſeparated, bur Oyl from Oyl not ſo ; nor can Warer

« MW Quinreſſence a moſt prear loſle, for the Quinreſlence 
muſt be clear and undefiled, and muſt be gathered with- 
= out the permjxion of any thing whatſocver, rhat it may 
haye a Uniform ſubſtance, whereby ir may be able to 
penetrate the whole body ; for,the ſubtilty and virtues 
thereof 3 cannot be found out fundamenrally ; no more _ 
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then its Original, viz. from whence it firſt proceeded, 


can be fally known. For it (C viz. the Quinteſlence ) 


hath many degrees ; One agiinſt Feavers; as the Quin- 
reflence of Opiates 3 One againſt the Hypoſarcha, or 


an Hydropical diſtemper, as the eflence of Tarrar ; One 


againſt the Apoplexy, as thar of Gold ; One againſt the 
Epilepſy, as thar of Vitriol 3 the number of which is e- 
ven infinite and unſearchable by experience. 'Tis 
therefore worthy the higheſt Confideration and dili- 
gence, that to every Dilcaſe, its true enemy may be aſ- 
figned 4 for ſo Nature will giye an incredible ailiſtance 
the which we will make a better Declaration of in what 
follows. We cannot ſpeak of the Degrees thereof, in 
ſach a manner as is the aſſignment of Degrees to ſample 
things in Mcdicine; the reaſon is this, becauſe there 
can be no Compariſon of the degrees of a Quinteſlence, 
ro the degrees uf Simples, nor indeed may be; but 
when they are exalted, the excettency and virtue of 
one, is found ro be greater, then that ofanother, and 
not the Complexion 3 Nor isit to be conceived, That 
the Quinteſſence of Antbos, is hotter then- the Quin- 
ecſlence of Lavender; or the Quinteſlence of Venas,ory- 
er then the Quiatctſence of Þ; but the degree of any 
thing is to be diſcerned, by the great and more exccl- 
Jent virtues that it hath, viz. afrer this manner; The 
Q»inteſlence of Antimony cures the Leapry, the Quin- 
tcflence of Corrals drives away the Spaſm and Torſrons, 
or Gripings. Bur now to know which of rhele is the 
bertcr and higher graduated, there can be no other 
judgem-nrt of ir then rhus, viz. Thar rhe Quinreſſence 
of the Antimony 15 higher and more excellent, and that 
for'this reaſon, becauſe the Leapry is a more grievous 
infirmity then the Cholick is, with all its appurtee 
nances3 and therefore anſwerable ro the propriety 
that each harh againſt divers Diſcaſes, are the deprecs

firſt degree of that Cure. The Quinrefſence of the Am+ 
ber-grecce takes away the venome alſo; and doth more, 
for it mundifies the Lungs, Heart, and Members, ſub- 


1s attribured thereunto. | The Quinteſlence of Antimo- 
ny dorh go. yer farther then the Two aforeſaid virtues, Þ B+ 
mundifies the «kin, and acuares and renews rhe whole %\yy 
body,after a wonderful manner ; and therefore obtains 7 
the Third depyee. ” Bur the Quinteſſence of So/, doth e- 
yen alone accompliſh all theſe Operations, and radical- 
ly rakes awayall the figns of the Leproſie, and fo re- 
news the body, even as Honey and Wax are mundified 


ſefleth the Fourth degree. 

By this kind of way,are the degrees of Quinteſſences 
ro be known,and diſtinguiſhed from one another ;, rhar 
is, which of them is more high, or wore excellent. Be- 
ſides Simples arc to be known by their Properties 3 for 
as is their Propriery in the Simple form, ſuch allo is 
their Quinteflence 3 nor ſluggiſher, buc much niore 
powerful and excellent. 

Moreover, we muſt likewife know the differences of, 
the Quinteſſences; for ſome of them do very much

So 
likewiſe Prima Materie doth nor onely operate vpon 
living bodies, bur alſo an dead bodies after the ſame 
manner, more then;can'be imagined to be done natu- 
rally. In like manner doth the Phileſopbers Stone ſhew 
its efficacy, the which! ringing the bod y, doth relcale 
it of all diſeaſes, even as each of the Metals are mun- 
difyed from their Impurities.

Of the ExtraGion of the Quinteſ- 
ſence out of Metals. | 


TOW then we will /in a few words, finiſh the Ex- 

y eration of Quinteſlences trom Metals , for many 
men have (in our time) attempted and experienced . 
very many things in them, and have met with many 
things thar have as it were, even conſtrained them to 
enter upon other ( and thoſe various too) wayes. 
Concerns 


Loſophers Stone ; the Fourth is the TinFure. And although 
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Concerniag Merals. - Therefore this is to be un- 
derſtood , viz. that they are to be devided -- into 
two parts, viz. into their Quinteflence, and into 
their Body ; both which are 1iqui< and portable, 
and will not be permixed rogether : bur theim- 
pure body, turns forch the Quinreſſence to its ſuper- 
ficies, even as the Coloſtrum , or cream is Separated 
from the milk. By this way are made two fatnefles, 
or viſcous liquors our of Merz!s, the which liquors 
are to be Separated. As for the fatneſle of the Body, 
tisalwayes white, even of all the Metals 3 bur their 
Quinreſlence is coloured, even as we have explained it 
aforezconcerning the ſeven Metals. they likewiſe have all 
of. them the ſame proceſs,and is rhis- 
' The Metral muſt be diflolyed into a Water, then af- 
terwards, mult this folntion be deftilled by a B. and be 
abſtra&ed or drawn «ff, and putreficed fo long uncil ir 
be reduced into an oyl, thewhich oyl muſt be deſtilled 
out of imal! Glaſle-Cucurbires by an Alembick, and 
one part of the Meral will remain in the bottom, ler 
the which be again reduced into an oyl as before, and 
be dcftiiled fo long, until all the Meral ſhall aſcend, 
thea let it be again putrefied- for a Moneth, and at 
lengch be again deftilled with a gentle Fire , and 
the vapours will aſcend firſt, and fall into the Receiver, 
the which vapours remove; Then there will aſcend two 
obſcure colours,one white , and the other anſwerable 
tothe nature and condition of the Metal, and when 
they {hall be wholly comeover, they become Separa- 
red in the Receiver. So rhat the Quinteſſence remains 
in the bottom , and the white colour of the Body 
ſwims at top. Separate theſe two by a Separating-Glaſs 
ad put your Quinteſlence in another Glaſſe, and pour 
therero ſome Purified Burning Wine , which ler re- 
main fo long therewith, until it, viz. the Wine be 
plainly acuared, then ler ir be fttained or SRI 
. rom

from the Quinteſlence, and more freſh be again poured 
on; this do fo often till you perceive no more Acuity or 
ſharpnefſe. Then ar laſt, powr ca Water twice, dez 
BW fiilled;wherewith ler it be waſhed and brovght unto its 
ſweerneſs, then keep it|; by this way is prepared the 
Quigteflence of Metals. | But as for the white Colour 
of the body if you rednce ir, you ſhall have thence- _ 
from a white Mallegble and Metallick bedy ; the which 
cannot be known, viz. nnder what ſpecies or kind ir 
is conteined. Many other wayes are to be found for 
the Extra&tion of a Quinteſſence , which we ſhall be 
filenr in, becauſe we account them not for true extra.

ns of the Metals. And whereas we ſaid before, that the 
mintefſence is the moſt ſupream virtue of things, and 

do yet for all that aver the contrary in Arcanaes, viz.

elvesare; the reaſon is this, becaule all Arcanaes con> 

Wain in them the Quinteſſences, and are rediiced fur- 
her, ro ſuch an acuity ar:d ſubrilty, that they do re- 
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ceive thereby a far greater virtue then' the Quin- 
ceſjence. 

pI ſame comes alſo to be, by reaſon of their Ap- 
propriate and Speciack faculry. The proceſle there- 
fore of rhe ExtraQion of the Qurnteſſence out of Marcas 
ſite: is thus. | 

"Take ofa Marcaſfite ground moſt exceeding ſmall, one 
pound; ofthe caring Water, two pound ; being permixt 
rogechier in a Pellican, let them remain in digeftion two 
or three moneths , and they will be reduced into a li- 
quor 3 diſtil this liquor by the Fire,wholly, and it will 
comeoyer in an cyl, the which thou ſhalt putrefie ro- 
pether in a Belly or Dung, for a moneth, then diſtil it 
2s yon did the Metals, and there will likewiſe two 
colours aſcend ,- as did from the Merals, one colow 
white, the othcr the trve colour of the Quinteſſence; 
leave the whire,except it be of Biſmute,or a white Mar- 
Caſite, and then you ſhall know them from each other 
by the thicknefle. Take the undermoſt and reduce it 
ra its ſweerneſle,as was afore ſpoken of the Merals. On 
this wiſe then haſt thou Extracted the Qwinteſſence out 
of Marcaſites , withour any corropting of cheir powers 
and virtues.

Half an ounce of this 
Salt Extracted on this wiſe (ſuppofe common Salc)dorh 
ſeaſon meats more then halta pound of rhe orher , for 
here 1s onely the Quinteſſence preſent , and the Body is 
abſtraRed thence-trom, by the liquid Solution. 

By this way is the Quinteſſence of all Salts Separated. 
Bur ir is to be-excraced from Alum and Vitriol by ano» 
ehcr way; thus, They do not adwir of a Cxlcination, ce» 


ven to fuſion, as Salis do; ard therefore jr is Expedi- 


ent, thar aſtcr their Calcination, you burn them, and 


' ſeloIve them according ro the Rule of Practiſe; and at- 


ter that they be reſulved, powr on again the Waters 
that procceded from rhem, and proceed on, accordirg 
to the Procels given cf Salts; for much of the Eſlence 
aſcends with t];c moitture, the which doth again thus 
refide at the bottome in the Compefition and Putre- 
{.&tton, and ſo come rogether into one. 


Of the ExtraZion of the Quixteſſence oat of Stones, 
Gems end Pearls. 


HE wanner of extracting the Quinteſſence out of 
Stones, Gem; and Pearls, (the Procely of all which 
is one and the ſame) is the moſt excellent of all, and 
> a3 tOrhe Operation thereof, very Subtile and Indu- 
firious 3 very, very lictle is the quantity of that Quin- 
eſſence, which is to be had our of Gems, and by how 


nuuch the ſubulcr and pucer the Gem is , ſo much the! 2? 
Icfler is the Quintejence thereo.; tis ſcarce worth while 
to Extradt the Quinecilence from prolts, great & vile or 
baſe Stones, for they have bur little virtue in them.and 
ilicrefore alſo have but very little Quint. to. cenic forth 
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' or proceed from them. The Proceſſe thereof is 
this. | 
'Tabe Gems or Margarites, or Pearls, bear them into 
pretty big pieces,nort into a Powder, and put them in 
2 Glaiſe, and pour thereto the Acetum of the Roore, or 
Radicated Vinegar, ſo as ro overtop it the breath of 
four or five fingers, and let them be digeſted in a horſ- 
belly for a whole moneth, which being done,the whole 
maxter will appear liquid ; the which rhou ſhalt ex- 
tra& with orher Radicated Vinegar, and ſhake and 
mix them well rogerher ;. ſo the Vinegir receives into 
it ſelf the Colour of the Srone, The Coloured Vine- 
gar muſt be poured our into another Glaſs, and powr 
on more Vinegar as before, ſo often as there comes any 
Colour 3 now in that Colour is the Quiateſlence \con- 
rained, rhe refidue is the Corporality. Take there- 
fore the Colours, or tinged Vinegar, and bo;l them ve- 
iy gently even to dryneſs, then afrerwards waſh ir of- 
ren with diſtilled Warer, until it be made ſweer, as a- 
bave ſaid : Then let this powder be diflolved upon a 
marble 3 rhus ſhalt thou have the Quinteſlence of 
' Gems and Pearls ;, but this is to be nored in the Colours 
of Pearls,thar'they are reſolved into the Colour of thick 
Milk, and the Body of them is Sandy and viſcous; and 
rhereby may the one Be known from the other. The 
like is it alſo wich Cryſtal, its Quinreſſence appears at _ 
rop, a certain Viſcous Body remaining, by which the 
lufficiency or complcarnc le of thoſe kind of ExtraRti- 
ons may be known. ' :

L L fuch things we call burning , as are not uſed 
for food or drink; and do naturally burn,and feed

Of Arcanaes. 


Aving ſpoken of Quinteſſences, We 
come in order to write of Arcanaes, « 
Secrets. Foras to theſe, we underſta 
more to be herein , then is in Qu 

= refſ- ntial Virtues ; wherein we arc by ez 
perience ravght, thar there isa vaſt diffcrence as roti 
great powerful Operations, by which are demonſt 
ted unto us, as by moſt evident fignes, which are be 
rer and more virtually profitable, and which are | 
virtuous. Therefore may weaſlume the one inſt 
of the other for Medicine, according ro the fuirabilit 
of the thing. Indeed the Ancients have often juage 

Arcanzes to be Quinteſſences, becauſe they ſaw them! 
be far more Subrile then the more-groſs Subſtances; 
knew that they Operated by the Subtilcy, of their 
rvre, afcer a wonderful manner. Burt this Errovurt 
theirs proceeded not from their Reaſon and Conſider 
tion, bur aroſe rather ſrom the barcenneſs oo 
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raflich pare: For they had no knowledge of the de- 
cminate difference, and limited diſtin&ion of the de- 
ees of high things, bur accounred every higher, and 
gheſt degree, in the place of Nuinteſſences. The which 
tinFtion notwithſtanding. muſt be nor only known 
ddefined by the Pradtick, but rather alſo from the 
perations of Medicine. _ | 
Therefore, before we fhall treate of Arcanaes, tis to 
ſeen and known why they are ſo called, and whar 
Arcanum is, ſecing it hath a Name ſo excellent and 
deed full well deſerves irt.| An Arcanum js ſo called, 
cauſe tis incoporeal, immortal, of a perpetual life 
hoye all, or every nature, intelligible, and is as ir 
cre of a more then humane knowledge. Thereiore 
Ircanges being compared to our Corporeal bodies, are 
0 be accounted of as incorporeal, and of a far more 
ellent Eſſence then ovurs,! and of as much difference 
$ is betwixt black and white ; for they have a power 
{Tranſmuring, Altering, and Reſtoring us, as the Ar- 
naes of God, according to their proper induction, and 
D:der. | 
And although there is not in our Arcanaes, an Erer- 
ity, or that Cceleſtial harmony, yet nevertheleſs they 
re (in compariſon of us) ro be adjudged as Cceleſti- 
l; for as much as they conſerve our hodies more then 
s poſſible ro Nature, or can be ſearched our, and do 
Dperate thereupon by their |virtues, after a wonderful 
nanner. And therefore theſe Natural Arcanacs are (as 
0 what appertains to Medicine ) to be {o compared to 
ur bodies, as the Arcanaes of God are to them. Nei- 
her will we be afraid ro wrice rhat theſe Arcanaes are 
igher and greater then we our ſelves, and have a moſt 
freat power of furniſhing us with life, as ſhall be wit- 
efſed by thoſe Four which we ſhall ſer down. Nor will 
cinthe leaſt Care for thoſe vain empty Tales of thoſe 
oprofitable Nayiſh Deiinculi, [ or Dwarf-like Divines |

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[looking upon them, ro underſtand no more then 
blind do ſee; So rherefore, ove is an Arcanum in on 
Eflencez another isan Arcanum of Nature her ſclt; ill _ 
an Arcanum is tae whole virtue of a thing, but excel M1!

The Stone of the Philoſophers, wch is the ſecond Arca- 
num,perfecteth its Operations in another form,v:xz. afrer 
this manner , Even as the extrinfical Fire doth , by 
burning of the ſpotted and defiled Skin of the Salarnan- 
der, make it ſo cle 1n as if ic were newly born, So like- 
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wiſe this Stone of the Philoſophers doth purge the whole 
Humane Body, and cleanſe it from all its defilenient, 
by/che introducing of new and younger Youth-like ir:

it hath irs Conditions according to rhe Nature of j 
' Hearr, and isa pretious Treaſure of the whole Natyy 
and of al rhat which lives th-rein. 

Here fome may ſay, That the 5/eud when iris letc 
of the veins, is deprived of thre virenes neceſixi 
thar renew and ſuſtain rhe Bloud, bur this is nor fo 
;t may be Conſerved in the Eſſence as we ſha!l ſhew! 
low, Let us therefore bur conſider the pancity of ſu 
menas live wirha ſound Body and Bſrxd 3; Therefn 
it muſt be looked ro, rhat ſuch men be brovgiit inc 
renewed Quality andEſſence, by Arcenaes and a Qin 
teſſence as we mentioned afore 3 that the Bloud my 
thereby flow from them ſound and uncorrupr. Nort 
we ſpeak of mans Bloud only, bur alſoof the Blend 
the Sperm, which we make a Diſcriprion of in our$ 
crets, in Which there is no Diſeaſe nor Alteration, h 
ehe-moſt-highly-ro-be-admired Bbud our of the $ 
of man, which we pretend, and alleadg tobe rakeni 
this place 3 and this for many reaſons not here ment 
- oned. Wee allo ſpeak of the Blood of Bread, which 
ro be in like manner taken for the ſame uſe ; forthe 
are therein ſuch Virtues as are ſcarce to be ſearched 
| by us, nor will we undertake! the burchen of doing 
ro irs higheſt worth. In like manner may ic be unde 
ftood of other nouriſhments and Commeſtible Thing 
in all which is Bhd to be had , * although we ſce itn 
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a them, no more then in bread, the which is notwith- 
ading made Blood , by purrefaion 3 as in the Sto- 
nack and the Liver. So likewiſe every thing that is 
herewith taken , for food is changed after che ſame 
nanact, as in the Body. We will iorbear to Write of 
his Bloed more largly and prolixly , eſpecially becauſe 
eſce that ir will not prove an acceptable ping ro any 
body bur our ſclves onely; and there, gyyc will 
pin reſt, and being afrerwards' awake.g,z our of 
pur ſweer ſleep, we will proceed on to [peak further 
ff this Blood. Each thing may be prevalence as far forch 
itcan in irs Virtues, and anſwerable to aſmuch as it 
achin it 3 for our of a good thing doth much of good 
wrocecd, & this we muſt alwayes duly conſider of. Nei- 
her will we only ſpeak of theBlod of Commeſtible things, 
bur alſo of Potable Things , which doth ſimply extubic 
Flood unto our Body.

ſerve living Bodies Nor makes it much to heed the 
Words or Arguments of our Adverſaties, but we wil 
diicloſe our own Arguments , and hereby ſball endez: 
vour to dire and guide, to the true foundation of the 
lotrinſecal Baljome , not regarding the trifling unpco- 
firable ſayings 0: thoſe that talk of a Term or limit of 
dearth, and irs Predeſtination, and conclude or ſtint it 
In its determinate points ; for God our Father gave lite 
ugco us, and together therewith Medicaments,by which 
we may be able todefend and ſuſtain ir 3 if therefore the 
rearm of death were preciſely ſer and limited, it would

ſo. But as long as we have abilicic and knowledge,ve 
have power of ſuſtaining onr Life , | for Adam attained 
to ſoch an Age, not from the proper Nature or condi:

and therefore ſuch a Matter, withevr preparation, iy 
in reſpe& of the Stone, bet anhalf and imperfe& thing, 
and ſtands not in any Conecordancy, and Harmony, 
whereby it may be called perfe&, or may be helpfulfor 
the health of mans body. The Microcoſm affords thee 
an example of this thing: for behold, man as formed by 
the working Framer,into a man onely,is not an whole& 
perſe& work, whilit ftanding out of his concordancy,but 
is but an half-work, until the ſramiog of che womaniui- 
table' to him, and then he is a complete entire wotk.

The Sulphur of AMcalr is an Oilyneſs extratted ou 
of them , the which 1s endued with abundance ofyir- 
tucs forthe health of Man. One Sulphur is extradted 
out of Metalls afore- they have endured the fice : asfor 
example, Out of golden, or lulyes Aerceſites, &c. ac-

Boek, that, beſides thoſe Xſſences which I bayemen- 
toned in the former Books ; there is another Nature,or 
Fſence, diſtin from the fermer ; Which is called « fifth 
ſence , or as the Philoſophers termit, an Flemencal 
Accident ;.or as the Ancient Phyſicks terms it, « Speci- 
{ form. Butitis called a fifth Zſſence, on this Account, 
becauſe four Eſſences lie hid 1n the three firſt Principles : 
Therefore the Elemental accident, and that whichin 
this place is called a Quivteſſence, hath a Nature neither 
tot ner cold, and 18s withoyt all complexion in ic ſelf: Bur 
that I may the more clearly diſcoyer itby an Example, 
usthe Quintefſence introduceth firm Health alone, like 
that fortitude and vigour , or firm Health, which is in a 
man without any complexion, and is prolonged and 
continued to the end or termination of it ſelfe. Thus 
doth the virtue lye hid in Nature: For whatſoever drives 
out ficknefles, 15 no other thing then a certain comfor- 
tative, even as the drivipg out of an Enemy by an ac- 
quiition of ſorce and power. As for the nature of things, 
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*Ffixro be fuppoſed thatthere is nothing amovelt natural 


things that is («(iac, but 1s) deftirete of virtue , unleſyie 
be of a laxative nature, and that1s ( «lies, becauſe it 1} 
as much as a Quinteſſence, for that itis an Accident with- 
out a complexion. Although Frigidicy doth ſometimes 
looſen, and ſometimes hear, yet 'tis preteraatural, and is 
by reaſon of the virtue of the Relolleaceous Nature : But 
whatſoever operates according to Nature, is the quint.

Hateyer I have treared of in the former chapters,

manifeſted by what means Difſeafes may be devrenour by 


the Quinteſſence, thou mult firſt of all diligently obſerve 
the concordance of coherence of things and dilcaes; for 
ſome virtues give an afſault onely in the Synecoie, other- 
ſome in the Mani, or Madnefs; others in the £/cb!yre, 
others in the Lethergy, ee. And this is to be tmouted 
to the concordant property. I eftecur it worth know- 
ing inthis place, that which lyes hiddenin Nature, as in 
Geluita, or the Herb Chameleon, and Baum, which reno- 
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vate and conyey away the Diſeaſe without any virtue of 
the Degrees, viz. in renovating and repairing the former 
Juvenilicy, or Youthfujneſs and Luſtineſs : Butby what 
reaſon or cauſe, and by what virtue theſe things are done, 
is declared in rhe Book of Long Life, as ſome certain ye. 
culiar Myſteries, which ( beſides LFrcezum':) are inthe 
Nature of things. Wherefore I think ic expedient to 
paſs them over in this place , that ſo I may proſecute 
what I haye begun , concerning the degrees of the four 
Elements.
